JOURNAL OF MR. PARSONS WHILE AT JE- 
RUSALEM. 


(Continued from page 517 ) 


It will be remembered that we have before 
published Mr. Parson’s Journal to the time of 
his return to the Holy City. The scene here 
described will be read with peculiar interest. 


Feb. 17, 1821. Entered Jerusalem by 
Jaifa gate, 5 minutes before 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Soon after passing the 
vate, we returned to the north, and in a few 
minutes arrived at the house of Procopius, 
to whom] had letters of introduction.* The 
servant at the door informed us, that he 
was in the church for evening prayers. 
Without a moment’s delay I hastened 
thither, to unite with the professed foliow- 
ers of Christ upon Mount Calvary, and to 
vender thanks to God for the happy termi- 
nation of my voyage to the Holy city. The 
church is but a few steps from the place, 
where, it is supposed, stood the Cross. On 
entering, I was not a little surprised to find 
it so richly and neatly furnished. It is 
called the church of St. Constantine, and 
is the place to which all the bishops, (five 
in number,) with their numerous attendants, 
resort for morning and evening service. 
Uvery thing was conducted with a pleasing 
stillness and regularity, becoming so holy a 
place. 


Introduction to Procopius. 


After service of 80 minutes, I returned, 
and presented my letters to Procopius. 
Conversation was directed to the exertions 
which the Protestants are making to pro- 
mote the diffusion of the Holy Scriptures. 
They replied ; “ We believe the Protestants 
to be our friends.” In a few moments, I 
was conducted to the room, which had 
been put in readiness for me, by the request 
of the Russian consul. 





* Those of our readers, who have observed 
the operations of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, will recollect, that Procopius is the 
agent of that noble Institution, and takes 
charge of the sale and distribution of the Scrip- 
tures. As he is an assistant of the Patriarcl 


of Jerusalem, and himself president of al! the 
Greek monasteries, it is a peculiarly auspicious 
circumstance, that he is heartily engaged in the 
Bible cause.

NEW-HAVEN, FEBRUARY 16, 1822. 


It is near to the © 








Holy Sepulchre, and contains many con- 
venient apartments. My trunks had ar- 
rived in safety. Inthe evening, we read 
from the Greek Testament the account of 
our Saviour’s sufferings and death, and en- 
deavoured to consecrate our rooms to Him, 
who here gave his life tor the world. 


First Subbath in Jerusalem. 


Feb. 18. At an early hour, I was re- 
minded, by the crowing of a cock, of Peter, 
who denied his Lord and Master. In view 
of so affecting a subject, [ could only say ; 
“Cause me to know the way wherein [| 
should walk ; for 1 lift my sou! to thee.” . 

After breakfast, Procopius called upon 
me, repeated his willingness to aid me to 
the extent of his power, and bade me wel- 
come to all the privileges of the monastery, 
The day passed with great tranquility. 
At three o’clock, went to the Greek 
church, and heard selections read from the 
Psalms of David. In this city, the pious 
Psalmist breathed out his soul to his God, 
and to our God. Here he wept for sinners. 
“ Rivers of water run down mine eyes, be- . 
cause they keep not thy law.” His prayers. 
are registered in heaven, and will be had 
in everlasting remembrance. 

Feb. 20. Prepared letters to be forward- 
ed to Sinyrna, by the way of Jaffa. P.M. 
Called upon an Armenian merchant, to 
whom I had a letter of credit. He speaks 
neither Italian nor Greek; but by signs, 
and by stammering a few words in Turk- 
ish, I made my business known to him, 
and engaged to call again with an inter- 
preter. 


Visit to the Armenian Patriarch. 


An Armenian from Smyrna invited me 
to visit the principal Armenian church. [tis 
situated near to Jatia gate; is large, and 
elegantly finished. We were conducted 
to the spot, where, they say, was interred 
the head of John the Baptist.* My Arme- 
nian attendant, after making the cross bow- 
ed and kissed the stone, which concealed, as 
he believed, the sacred deposit. From the 
church was conducted to the apartment of 
the Patriarch. He was sitting in the corner 
of a large hall, with a writing table before 
him. He bade me take a seat. After 
coffee and sweetmeats, as is the fashion 
here, fF presented to him a quarto edition of

Visit to Bethany. 


March 3. A Russian gentleman with 
the president of Abraham’s monastery of- 
fered to accompany me to Bethany about 
two miles east of Jerusalem, at the foot of 
the Mount of Olives on the east side. 

“Now Bethany was nigh to Jerusalem, a- 
bout fifteen furlongs off.’ We came to 
the grave of Lazarus, “It was a cave,” 
said St. John, “and a stone lay upon it.” 
A Turk who seemed to have charge of the: 
sepulchre, fora few paras gave us lighted 
tapers and permission to enter. We 7 
scended 28. stone steps, where we found ¢ 
small room about eight feet square. On 
the east and west sides are toinbs cut in the 
solid rock. Probably Jesus our Lord stood 
here, and eried with a loud wice, “ Laza- 
rus, come forth.” Halfa mile to the east,. 
we came to the stone, upon which our Sav- 
iour sat, i¢ 26 believed, when Martha met 
him and fell at his feet, saying,. “ Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died.” 

Returning to Jerusalem: we passed over 
the surnmit of the Mount of Olives, and,. 
beside visiting places before mentioned, 
came to the mount where king Solomon 
* built a high place for Chemesh, the abom- 
ination of Moab, in the hill which is Jeru- 
salem.” Itis only a few rods south of the 
place from which our Saviour ascended 
to heaven. Visited also the tombs of the 
prophets, a little west of the mount of 
scandal. 

March 3. Gave to Procopius 100 tracts, 
to be distributed among the priests and pil- 
grims. Conversed a long time with a 
priest, respecting the nature of the new 
birth. He said it was baptism. “ When 
children are baptized,.they are renewed, as 
it respects Adaim’s transgression; but if 
they afterwards sin, they must be punish- 

ed.” This so far as I can learn, is the pre- 
vailing sentiment among the Greeks. They 
can give no other account of the new heart. 

Interview with Pilgrims. 

A few pilgrims called upon me, and ex- 
pressed their surprise that | should not ob- 
serve the stated fasts. I requested thenr 
to prove from Scripture, that it is required 
of Christians to fast forty days before the 
passover. I had observed, that the pilgrims 
on board the vessel, who abstained with 
great strictness from meat, often drank 
wine even to intoxication. This lead me to 
mquire, as to the propriety of such con-

duct; especially among. pilgrims, on their 
way to the Holy Sepulchre. We mus 
learn, I observed, that true piety consists not 
in eating, or in abstaining from: food ;. but 
in doing the will of the Father, who is in 
heaven.. They confessed frankly, that the 
practice,.which prevailed among the: pil- 
grims, was highly censurable. 

March 6. While reading the Holy Scrip- 
tures with a priest, inquiries were made 

respecting the “many mansions” in heavy- 
en. He said, that they were all for Greeks, 
but one has a higher station than another, 
“ Catholics, Armenians, Protestants, not 
one of them can enter heaven; for they 
are not baptized.” 

March 9. The rain continues without in- 
termission. ™ The Greeks believe,” said 
a priest who visited me to day, “ that nei- 
ther the righteous, nor the wicked, imme- 
diately after death pass into glory, or are 
sent to punishment. Both rest like prison 
ers for the day of trial.” 


Service of the Copts. 


While walking in the Church of the Ho- 
ly Sepulchre, my attention was- arrested by 
the religious service of the Copts. They 
have a small apartment on the west side of 
the Holy Tomb. ‘The priest, arrayed in 
robes of a.very ordinary appearance, of- 
fered: incence, as. is the practice of other 
denominations.. The Scriptures were read 
with a low, but sweet voice and with great 
simplicity. There was good attention, and 
nothing like a desire to be seen of men, 
The nunber of their pilgrims is not great. 


Visit of a Catholic Convent. 


March 12. Visited the Catholic Con- 
vent. The Superior invited me to visit the 
convent when I pleased, and gave me many 
assurances of his friendship. I did not take 
with me Testaments, as I knew the Catho- 
lics, were decidedly hostile to the distribu- 
tion of the Holy Seriptures, among pil- 
grims. ‘The convent is large; and is the 
resort of all Kuropean travellers, who visit 
the holy City.. In the evening, received 
aletter from. bother Fisk, dated Jan. 26, 
forwarded by way of Cyprus. 

13. Wrote to brother Fisk, and for- 
warded the letter, with several others, to 
Cyprus. 

14. Visited the Armenian convent, and 
left three ‘Testaments for sale. Walked to 
“ the field of blood, purchased with thir- 
ty pieces of silver, the price of him that 
was valued.” It is a little south of Siloam, 
on the Brook of Gihon. It contains many 
apartments for the dead, as it was original- 
Jy appropriated to the burial of strangers 
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15. Rain during the whole day. 

i7. Procopius gave me permission to 
enter the church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
for the purpose of quietly observing the 
different apartments while the pilgrims 
were absent. 

19 Visited Procopius. He gave us as 
kis opinion, that there are in Jerusalem 
30,000 Jews and 2,000 Christians. ‘T'wen- 
ty-one pilgrims arrived from Smyrna. An 
Armenian of distinction informed me, that, 
in Jerusalem, there are 60 families of Ar- 
menian,—and that in Palestine are only 
four Armenian monasteries; viZ. one in 
Jerusalem, one in Bethiehein, one in Ra- 
ma, and one in Jaffa. There is also an 
Armenian church on Mount Zion, without 
the city. 

The ecclesiastics called upon me to in- 
struct them in Italian. They read with 
me in the Italian Testament. Much rain 
during the day.

The Committee state, that there is a manifest 
increase of enlightened zeal in support of Mis- 
sionaries, arising, ina great measure, from the 
continued circulation of Missionary Intelli- 
fence ; and particularly notice the aid render- 
ed therein, by theReports of the various Asso- 
ciations, and the ability and eloquence of the 
tucal advocates of the Society. 

The net income of the Society, for the year, 
was 31,0791. 15s. 11d and its expenditures, 
21,9911. 5s, 10d.: about $142,187.

and which carries them also forward ac- 
cording to their means and opportunities, 
with like success. 

In all the protestant word there were, a 
few years since, but four or five Societies 
for the conversion of the heathen ; of which 
our own Church furnished eo, and anoth- 
er was the exemplary Seciety of the United 
Brethren. Now, our own Seciety is added 
to these af the United Church—the Church 
of Scotland has her Society—every prin- 
cipal Denomination of Christians, not of 
the established churches, has formed its 
own Institution—the Protestants of the 
Continent are uniting in a Missionary So- 
ciety, which is awakening an interest, from 
Basle, the seat of its deliberations, in all 
the countries around: and the fire is kindled 
in the American churches—the congrega- 
tional—the Presbyterian—the Baptist—the 
Methodist churches of he Un.ted States 
are all acting with zeal in this cause ; and 
the whole Episcopal Church, with its Nine 
Bisheps, has recently formed a Society for 
sending the Gospel to the Heathen of the 
American -Continent and throughout the 
world. 

We witness, also, the rise of institutions: 
around us, which take up all the various 
departments of labour by which the earth is 
to be ultimately rendered the temple of 
the Lord. Missionary Societies break up 
the ground, and prepare the seed—Bible 
Societies multiply that Seed, and scatter it, 
by the hands of the Missionary and ef other 
Jabourers all. aver the world—Jew’s Socie- 
ties are training the most irrefragable wit- 
nesses, and probably the most successful 
preachers of the Divine Word—Education 
Societies are giving a powerful impulse to 
that Universal instruction, which is to pre- 
pare readers of the Word—Tiact Societies 
are calling the attention of men to that 
Word—and the primitive and apostolic 
liturgy of our church is teaching multitudes 
in what manner to worship Jehovah. 

The World opens a wide field for all 
exertions. There is no room 
for hostility. There is no room for jeal- 
ousy. If hostility. er jealousy should be in- 
dulged, such individuals or bodies will but 
rob themselves of the pleasure and honour 
of that work, which will perhaps be trans- 
ferred to other hands. 

It is avery observable sign of these times 
in which we live, that the great Enemy of 
God and man is alarmed for his usurped 
dominion. While the Holy Scriptures 
are making their way into every lan- 
guage of the earth, and diffusing light ove: 
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its hitherto dreary regions, an opposition to 
their authority, of a character and design 
beyond all precedent, has been raised and 
1s still vigorously maintained. ‘The false- 
hoods, sophism, and sneers, directed against 
the Divine Word, which too frequently un- 
derminded its authority among the more 
learned or elevated classes of society, have 
been, of late years, addressed, in bold and 
malignant appeals, to the ignorance and 
the passions of the great mass of the peo- 
ple. The faculty of reading, and the pow- 
er of the Press—engines, which Cliristians 
have been assiduously labouring to improve 
to the most beneficial influence on the 
great body of the community—have been 
perverted to a wider corruption of principle 
and degradation of mind, than this Empire 
has ever before known. The torrent of 
Blasphemy has poured its pestiferous 
streams over the land ; and the vigilance, 
the energy, and the pravers of every one 
who loves his country and hi. God are 
loudly demanded by the dangers of these 
latter days. 
What remains, then, but that 
ourselves afresh to conflict and to toil— 
we invoke, without ceasing, the especial 
grace of that Divine Spirit, who alone can 
make our conflict victorious and our toil 
successful! Let us look and pray for large 
ineasures of His influence—larger than ithe 
Church has ever yet witnessed! And let 
is be assured that the Spirit shall, in an- 
swer tothe prayer of faith, be poured out 
from on high, and that the wilderness of the 
world shall become a fruitful field, and the 
whole earth see and rejoice in the salvation

TRANSLA isIONS. 

Remarks of Dr. Morrison on the Chinese 
Language, in reference to the Transia- 
tion of the Scriptures. 

The Chinese Language possesses much 
ancient literature, which has been, for many 


centuries, the constant study of a body of 
privileged men, under the appellation of 


THE LEARNED ; and who have polished and 
wrought up the language to a high degree 
of what they deem an elegant conciseness, 
and a richness of classical quotation and 
allusion ; so that the written style of the 
learned is nearly as different from the plain- 
spoken language of the people, as the Jan- 
guage of ancient Rome is different from 
the modern dialect of Europe. 

In consequence of this, the learned in 
China are extremely fastidious in respect 
of style; and loathe whatever is not classi-

cal Chinese. ‘They are, moreover, ignor- 
ant of the rest of mankind and of science ; 
and are self-conceited in an extreme de- 
gree, and view whatever is not constant to 
their experience in sentiment or manner as 
outlandish and barbarous. ‘This self-con- 
ceit induces them to love darkness, even in 
matters of history, rather than light, when 
its tendency is to reduce them, not to an 
inferiority, but merely to an equality with 
other nations, 

Anticipations of the ultimate Effect of the 

Translation. 

On the results which, under the Divine bles- 
sing, may be reasonably expected from the 
translation of the Scriptures into Chinese, Dr. 
Morrison writes— 

To have Moses, David, and the Prophets, 
Jesus Christ and his Apostles, using their 
own words, and thereby declaring to the 
inhabitants of this land the wonderful works 
of God, indicate, I hope, the speedy intro- 
duction of a happier era in these parts ot 
the world: and [ trust the gloomy darkness 
of Pagan scepticisin will be dispelled by 
the day-spring from on high} and that the 
gilded mols of Budh, and the numberless 
iinages which fill this land, will one day 
assuredly fall to the ground, before the force 
of God’s Word, as the idol Dagon fell be- 
fore the ark. 

These are my anticipations, althougi 
there appears not the least opening at pres- 
ent. A Mid aversion to the name of ot 
blessed Saviour, and to any book whicl 
contains His name or His doctrine, is fell 
and cherished. However, that does not it: 
duce me to despair. I remember Britai, 
what she was, and what she now is, in res 
pect of religion. It is not 300 years since 
national authority said, that “ the Bible 
should not be read openly i in any Church, 
(by the people,) nor privately by the poor; 
that only “ Noblemen and Gentlemen, ani 
Noble Ladies and Gentlewomen, mig)!

NECTICUT. 
25RD ANNUAL NARRATIVE 
(Continued from page 586 ) 


1. The Rev. Daniel C. Banks removed 
from this State a few years since, and was 
settled at Louisville, Kentucky, with en 
couraging prospects. In consequence of 
the introduction of Anti-trinitarian sent; 
ments, dhe was removed to Henderson in 
the same state, where he instructs a school, 
and preaches part of the time. He has: 
not been able to perform more than one 
month of missionary labour, which was in 
the state of Indiana. He’ gathered ane 
church, united several others formed by pre- 
ceding Missionaries, and found their la- 
bours to have had a distinguished blessing. 

2. The Rev. Alfred H. Betts has a paro- 
chial charge at Brewnhelm, New Connec- 
ticut, and has been able to perform 
only a short tour or missionary duty. He 
charged but three weeks’ labour, in which 
he included five Sabbaths. He visited a 
number of settlements; preached 22 ser- 
mons ; visited schools and families; and 
administered the Lord’s supper to a small 
church in Dover, which had not enjoyed 
the ordinance for three years. 

3. The Rev William Boies spent six 
weeks in theservice of the Society in Wash 
ington and Morgan Counties, on the rive: 
Muskingum, state of Ohio. He observes, 
* Attention to the concerns of eternity bas 
increased much, the past year, in this re- 
gion. Since my arrival, in July, 1819, the 
church at Waterford, and its branches at 
Roxbury and Wooster have increased from 
40 to nearly 120 members.” He speaks 
very feelingly of the evils arising from ix 
competent and erroneous teachers 
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4. The Rev. Alvan Coe resides at Ven- 
ice, on the Sandusky Bay, and has the 
charge of an Indian school of about 20 pu- 
pils, under the care of the Western Mis- 
sionary Society at Pittsburgh. 
peatedly traversed the frontier settlements, 
aid visited, as a Missionary, many families 
and villages very destitute of religious in- 
struction. “From June, 1820, to Sept. 
1821, he performed 53 weeks’ missionary 
Jabour, preached 187 times, attended 19 
meetings for prayer and conferences, ad- 
mitted & persons to church privileges, ad- 
ministered the Lord’s supper 6 times and 
baptized 13 children.” 

6. The Rev. Giles H. Cowles is very 
useful in visiting the infant settlements, 
strengthening the feeble churches, assist- 
ing in all ecclesiastical councils, and encour- 
aging the people to maintain the ord nances 
of the gospel. He observes, “ Iam always 
kindly received in the settlements which I 
visit, and the people are generally as desi- 
rous of, and thankful for missionary labour 
as they have ever been in years past. And 
as many of the settlements are new, weak, 
and divided, they must for years to co:ne, 
be chiefly supplied by missionaries. And 
it is by their occasional labours and visits 
that the friends of religion, in inany settle- 
ments, are encouraged to persevere in main- 
taining public worship, statedly on the 
Sabbath, which otherwise would, in many 
places, be wholly neglected.” 

6. The Rev. Nathan B. Derrow, who la- 
bours statedly in Vienna and Fowler, in 
New Connecticut, has performed 19 weeks’ 
missionary service ; during which time he 
visited many places in his vicinity and at 
a distance, travelled 1456 miles, preached 
122 times, and administered the ordinances 
of the gospel as occasion required.

of America where the people are so poor, 
take them as a body ; nor any that need the 
gospel more.”—“There are but five cler. 
gymen to supply fifteen churches, dispers. 
ed over a tract of country, 250 miles square.” 

9. The Rev. William R. Gould resides 
in Gailipolis, and has performed 13 weeks’ 
missionary service. He travelled consider. 
able distances up and down the river Ohio, 
and visited, repeatedly, various settlements 
in the states of Ohio and Virginia. He 
speaks of an increasing attention to the in. 
terest of religion, in that quarter, general- 
ly, and of a pleasing work of divine grace 
among the people of his pastoral charge. 

10 & 11. The Rev. Messrs. Daniel 
Gould and Edward Hollister commenced a 
missionary tour from the vicinity of Bos- 
ton, September 28th, 1820, and crossed the 
Mississippi near St. Louis, December 23th, 
having travelled on horseback, 1455 miles. 
They have been employed laboriously in 
that thinly settled country, often visit- 
ing the small and distant settlements, 
preaching, distributing tracts, and calling 
on families as they were able. Their la- 
bours were received with much gratitude, 
with many solicitations for their continu- 
ance, and with evident tokens of the di- 
vine blessing. Mr. Gould’s health has been 
poor, yet, by the mercy of God, both have 
been preserved, through an unhealthy sea- 
son, from severe sickness. Mr. Gould has 
been principally in [llinois, and Mr. Hol- 
lister in Missouri. He found some seitle- 
ments formed under the Spanish gov- 
ernment, of many years standing, which 
have been almost entirely destitute of any 
literary or gospel instruction In Novem- 
ber last, Mr Gouid left Illinois, on account 
of ill health, and is now, as it is upposed, in 
North Carolina. 

12. The Rev. William Hanford, who is 
settled in Hudson Ohio, has been employ- 
ed 21 weeks in the servive of the Society. 
His health, in consequence of long and se- 
vere labours in the missionary cause, is fee- 
ble. Yet in this period, he travelled ex- 
tensively, visiting the infant congregations 
and churches in that region, assisting his 
brethren in the ministry, as well as visiting 
new and destitute settlements, to preach, 
and administer the ordinances of the gos- 
pel. 

13. The Rev. Oliver Hill resides at 
Great-Bend, on the Susquehannah, and la- 
bours, as a missionary, as much time as he 
can leave his own people. He writes, “ ! 
do not remember that I have ever spent 1& 
weeks in one year on a mission so agreea- 
bly as in the year past In general I have 
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travelled over the same ground several 
times ; and I think that I have not, in any 
preceding year, witnessed so great atten- 
tion to the preached word, and to private 
conversation. In Harford, Lawsville, Wy- 
sox, Towanda, Orwell, Warren and Pike, 
have been revivals of religion the past year. 
Several other places in this region have 
not been wholly neglected by the Holy 
Spirit.” His labours have been in the 
counties of susquehannah and Bradford, 
Pennsylvania; and Broome and Tioga, 
N. Y.;3 principally in the two former.

The Lord has been pleas- 
ed to pour out his Holy Spirit. which has 
caused the hearts of his people to rejuice, 
while sinners have been excited to flee 
from the wrath tocome. Burton and Clar- 
endcen, the two towns where I am setiled, 
have experienced a shower of divine grace, 
and between 20 and 30 have been hopetul- 
ly brought to repentance.”

Having paid eur debts, which we had con- 
tracted for the support of our family the past 
season, or made provision for their discharge, 
as well as jor our wauts tbe ensuing win- 
ter, we, according to our usual ¢ustom at 
this time of the year, are about dividing the 
remainder of our income among the various 
charitable societies, and necessitous individu- 
als around us 

‘¢ We enclose to you seven/y dollars ; filty of 
which you will please to apply to the support 
of Foreign Missions; one half of the remain- 
der, $10, we wish you to hand to the Treasur 
er oi the American Education Society; and 
the other $10 to the Treasurer of the Ladies’ 
Society of Boston and the vicinity for promot- 
ing Christianity among the Jews 

‘If it will pot take too mach of your time, 
which is fully occupied with more impertant 
concerns, we will detail to yom some of the 
particulars of the plan we have adopted for 
using our Master's property Perhaps, in some 
season of relaxation, you may feel disposed to 
peruse it. But that you may better enderstand 
ur plan of living, and the reasons of it, we will 
first state our circumstances. 

“When, a tew years since, we commenced 
housekeeping, God in his providence saw fit 
to commit to our care a small! farm, in a coun- 
dry town, for which we owed about one quar- 
ter of its value We had read the various ac- 
counts of the benevolent exertions of the day, 
and were anxious to join with our fellow-chris- 
tians in their actsjof charity. But bow could 
we obtain the means? Our family must be 
supported, and we must pay our debts; or we 
shovid wrong one man while giving to an- 
other. 

« After deliberating upon the subject, and 
reflecting that what we owed would pot prob- 
ably ail Se wanted for several years, we con- 
eluded, in the Grst place, to attend diligently 
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to business as God should give us health ang 
strength, and to expend nothing for the support 
of ourselves and family but what was absolute. 
ly necessary for our health and comfort -— 
avoiding all expenses for show or fashion, yp. 
less by doing it we should hurt our reputatig, 
in society, especially the sober and reflectins 
part of it, and deprive ourselves of the oppor. 
tuiity of doing good. We then fixed upon 
certain proportion of our debts, which we ey. 
deavour to pay annually, and so much on/y: 
unless more was wanted; but if wanted, we 
would pay to the last of our ability. After pay. 
ing the proportion of our debts agreed upon, 
the remainder of our income, whether more or 
less, was to be expended, according to the 
best of our judgment, in doing good. 

‘“¢ When we adopted this pian we conclud. 


ed that it was best to review it at stated peri. 


ods ; and, if we conscientiously thought it our 
duty, to alter it; but not otherwise = After 
several years experiment, we are more an 
more convinced, that it is our duty strictly 
to adhere to it. God has blessed our labours 
in aremarkable degree. We can almost say 
that he has fulfilled to us his promise to Israe’, 
that he would bless them in all that which 
they should put their hands unto, Indeed we 
have often. when reflecting ou the dispensa- 
tions of God’s providence towards us, been sur- 
prised at the many temporal enjoyments be 
has vouchsafed tous. We bave been led to 
fear, that our motives in acts of charity were 
not right in his sight;—that we should have e 
mere temporal reward ;—and that he shouid 


never participate in those tich, spiritual, and 


eternal blessings, which are promised to thoe 
who are charitable trom Gospel principles 
We find that we have the greatest cause to be 
humbled on account of our motives ; but we 
discover no reason why we should be weary 
in well doing A &B.”

Extract of a letier from Dr. Naudi, to the Rev. 
Pliny Fisk, dated Malta, June 22, 1821. 


After several paragraphs of local iutelli- 
gence, the letter proceeds of follows :

This at first seemed an ar- 
dous and extremely difficult thing, and cer- 
tainly would not have succeeded, if a divine 
Providence had not interposed 

‘¢ Some months ago, av excellent man, and 
nn estimable Christian, General Macaulay, was 
here, who, after a short residence with us, 
went to Italy. On bis departure, he took with 
him the originals of these lessons, to see if he 
could get them published in that country. 
Providence conducted this gentleman to suc- 
cess, Which we had not dared to expect. Ina 
word, he printed the Scripture lessons, after 
some disturbance, in the city of Rome, itself! 
and he has sent specimeasto this school. The 
Catholic members of the Committee did not 
dare to make any objections to publications 
printed at Rome, and thus the sacred lessons 
were immediately introduced into our schools. 
We have now the pleasure of counting more 
(han 300 persons in their early childhood, ap- 
plying themselves to the immediate study of 
the divinely inspired >eriptures. The signal 
acvantages of sv good a work will, without 
doubt, appear even in this generation. 

“Tt is not improper to inform you, that in 
the past winter there departed from this place 
for Alexandria a ‘Turk, a liberal and most res- 
pectable man, called Sadick Gibralter, son of 
tsusael Gibsalter, a man of much influence in 
igypt, and much esteemed by the Viceroy. 
We bad much conversation with Sadick con- 
cerning schools; for he came oiten into the 
school, and had a high esteem for the system. 
He even requested the master to teach and in- 
form him, that he might be in a situation to at- 
fempta similar thing on his return to Egypt. 
ile also encouraged us to write a letter to his 
tather, Ismael, and another to the Viceroy, in 
which we gave them some idea of the new sys- 
tein, and recommended it to them,—reterring, 
at the same time, to the example of otber 
princes, notonly in Europe, but in other parts 
of the world, who protects such excellent in- 
situtions.

CIVILIZATION OF THE INDIANS. 


The Secretary of War has laid before 
Congress a Report of the expenditures 
made under the act to provide for the Ciy- 
lization of the Indian Tribes ; from which 
it appears, that from the 12th of Feb. 1820, 
to the 24th of Dec. 1821, both inclusive, the 
aggregate sum paid for the civilization of 
the Indian Tribes, was $16,605 80. Of 
this sum, $13,989 80 have been applied 
through the ditferent Missionary establish- 
ments of the Moravians—the A. B. C. for 
Foreign Mission—the United Foreign 
Missionary Society—the Baptist Missiona- 
ry Societies—and the Synod of S..Carolina 
and Georgia. For Indian youths at the 
Mission School in Cornwall, $1338, and. 
the Baptist Mission School at Great Cros- 
sings, Ken. $400; and the sum of $77% 
has been paid for the Rev. Dr. Morse’s 
visit of observation and inspection.

A STRIKING PROVIDENCE. 
The Rev. Mr. Thompson, of St.. Gen- 


nys, Cornwall, England, was well known, . 
not only to the parishioners among whons 
he lived, but to the neighborhood at large, for 
the great liberality of his character. He 
was literally what Paul describes, ‘ As poor, 
yet making many rich ; as having nothing, 
and yet possessing all things.’ 

ft was the uniform custom of this truly 
apostolic pastor,every year, at the close of 
harvest,to distribute the surplus of hisglébe 
among the poor of his parish ; after hous- 
ing first the necessary supply for his own 
little household, which consisted of but him-. 
self, aman servant,.and an old domestic 
house keeper. 

kt so happened, however, that one year a 
peculiar circumstance occured, whicli com- 
pelled him to depart from his usual plan. 
He had engaged in the openness and gen- 
erosity of his heart, to subscribe 301. to- 


‘wards the expense of building a chapel in 


a distant town, where the parishioners were 
too numerous to be well accommodated in 
their own parish church. Having always 
the love of God and the salvation of souls 
in view, he did not regret his promise ; 
but, unable to raise the money by any oth- 
ers means than by breaking in upon the Jit- 
tle hoard of his poor parishioners, he had 
no expedient but that of selling what be- 
fore he had always given away, and con- 
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verting the corn into money, to fulfil his 
engagement for the chapel. Instead, there- 
fore, of calling his poor parishioners togeth- 
er as usual, ‘to take from the fields their 
harvest, he was obliged to invite some of 
the richest ones of the village to buy as 
much corn as would supply the £30 which 
he had promised towards the erection of 
the chapel. The expedient was painful to 
aman of Mr. T.’s feelings ; but the obli- 
gation seemed unavoidable. 

Having, by selling his corn, obtained the 
money, Mr. Thompson left his home, with 
an intention to be himself the bearer of his 
benefaction. In his journey, which was 
about twenty miles, he overtook on the 
road a young lady, mounted on a single 
horse like himself; and being a man of 
very cheerful and communicative manners, 
he accosted her with a degree of frankness 
which his age and profession might seem 
to authorize. * Well overtaken,’ said he, 
* fair lady, will you accept of an old man 
over the down for your companion? Tam 
too old indeed to promise you much pro- 
tection; but I trust God will protect us 
both.’ here was a certain something in 
the manner with which Mr. T. said _ this, 
that was very attractive, so that the young 
lady, feeling a strong prepossession in his 
favour, immediately ‘thanked him, and ac- 
cepted his company.

ANECDOTE OF A PAWNEE CHIEF. 


The following anecdote of a Pawnee 
half-chief, (a son ef Old Knife,) now on a 
visit to this city, highly creditable to his 
courage, his generosity, and his humanity, 
with leave, from Rev. Dr. Morse’s Report, 
just presented to Congress by the Presi- 
dent. The fact in this anecdote were taken 
by Dr. M. (by permission) from a very in 
teresting journal of Capt. Bell, of his expe- 
dition with Major Long to the Rocky 
Mountains, in 1820, and are sanctioned by 
Major O’Fallon, Indian Ageut near the 
scene of transaction here related, and who 
commanded the Indian Delegation, now 
here. 

This Chief, of fine size, figure, and : 
countenance, is now about 26 years old.’ 
At the age of 21, his heroic deeds had 
acquired for him in bis nation the rank 
of “the bravest of the braves.”* The 
savage practice of torturing and burning te 
death their prisoners existed in the nation. 
An unfortunate female taken in war of 
the Padnea nation, was destined to this 
horrid death. The fatal hour had arriv 
el; the trembling victim, far from hex 
home and her friends, was fastened to the 
stake ; the whole tribe was assembled on 
the surrounding plain, to witness the aw- 
ful scene. Just when the funeral pile 
was to be kindled and the whole multi- 
tude of spectators were on the tiptoe of 
expectation, this young warrior, having, 
unnoticed prepared 2 fleet horses, with 
the necessary provisions sprang from his 


_seat, rushed through the crowd, liberated 


the victim, seized her is his arms, placed 
her on one of the horses, mounted the othe: 
himself, and made the utmost speed to- 
ward the nation and friends of the cap- 
tive. The multitude, dumb and nerveless 





* The braves are warriors who have distin- 
guished themselves in battle, and stand bighes' 
in the estimation of the tribe. 


¢ This custom dves not exitst in the su 
rounding tribes, 
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with amazement at the daring deed, made 
no efforts to rescue their victim from her 
deliverer. They viewed it as the immedi- 
ate act of the Great Spirit, submitted to it 
without a murmur, and quietly retired to 
their village. The released captive was 
accompanied by her deliverer three days 
through the wilderness towards her home. 
He then gave her the horse on which she 
rode, with the necessary provision for the 
remainder of her journey, and they parted. 
On his return to the village such was his 
popularity, no inquiry was made into his 
conduct, no censure was passed on it. And 
since this transaction, no human sacrifice 
has been offered in this or any other of the 
Pawnee tribes. The practice is abandon- 
ed. Of what influence is one bold act in a 
good cause.—JVational Intelligencer.
